men Enemy the J ark. And we cannot but take notice, how that con- 
tray to the Ke/pett and Civility uſed among all Princes, you did write 
vety contemptibly and diſhoneurably of Us to his Imperial Majeſty, 
and as if that had not been enough, did ro Out greater Ds/grace and 
Inf emy, cauſe your Letter te be publiquely printed before ir could be 
delivered to him. Not muſt ic be omitted, how in the year 16x 6:you 
cid againlt all Rigbt, invade our Territory of Berks/ee, wich other pla- 
ces belonging to Us, of which You do fill moſt injuriouſly retain the 
polleſhon: Neither did you think ir enough to heve made all chefe 
Invaſieps upon Us, but ac if you had reſolved never to lay down your 
pernicious Defigns againſt Us, Yew did threaten in a Lotter dated at

whom alſo, as VVe are aſſuredly informed, Tes flill cor.cinue a very 
dangerous Cor:eſpondence. 

But / will not difſemble wich Tow how the States of Ge/4ber/a id 
at Arve ( as by your en Gazer is every where blown up and 
down) have diſcovered the extremity of their Malice againit Us, by 
clapping up meerly upon Out Account, to Our infinite Keproach and 
Infamy, ſeveral innocent Perſons and miſerably corturing them, mur- 
the ing one of them, and then giving out againſt all Trab and Hoveff y, 
that VVe had ſuborned them to betray the Cities of Arnherm ad 
Decaber g. and given them Order to ſet them on fire in three places, 


which we cannot but reſent as a deteſtable fal ſnood and ſlander, FP

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And hereupon we have thought goed to repreſent all thus ro you, 
High end Mighty Lordſhips, not only to Vindicate Ou: Selves to the 
World, but alſo to convince you of the reaſonableneſs of our Re- 
veſts and Demands, And we have the Chatity to hope, that for the 
eaſons aforeſaid, and to prevent all the miſeries and calamities which 
may follow, you will think fit to take a ſpeedy care, that immediately 
— without delay, we may tece ve 8 full ſatis faction and teſtitution, 
with ſetled ſecurity for the time to come. And that you will pre- 
ſently ſend Us ſuch a ſuſhcient Declaration of your Intention in it, as 
We may rely on. If You ſhall not do this, Our Forces have Ordec 
to be in readineſs, and We muſt proteſt that We are Innocent of all 
the Miſchiefs which may happen. The Reproach of which muſt fall 
upon the beads of thoſe men, who by their Oppreſſions, Violences , 
and Invafions gave the firſt Occahon of this Warr, And that your 
High and Mighty Lord ſhips may the leſs take it ill, or think ic ſtrange 
We write unto you in this manner, You may pleaſe to remember that 


in the ſame manner, to which You gave the Name and Title of a De- 
fiance, Aar fee or Declaration of War,which you did not only cauſe 
to be publiſbed in print, bur alſs to be effeAually put in Executios. 
Howſoever VVe do expreſſly Declare, chat in ali this VVe have no 
other ame Of Uuiigu than hat VVe have already Owned , that is, ta 
attain by theſe means 2 more fir and bettet ſettled Peace and Amity 


with the United Provinces of the Netherlands , not intending to give 


any bedy diſurbance for matters of Religion, or to take away the li- 
derty which any perſons in joy. Thus hoping You will make a quick 
diſpatch, and without looking Time, return us a (atisfatory anſwer by 


this Trumpeter, whom VVe have appointed to receive it, VVe re- 
— ready to do Your High and Mighty Lerdſhips any Neighbourly 
ies.
